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PREFACE 



The AunSdikapadlrnava of Petusuri, which is being 
issued now for the first time as the fourth part in the 
c *Unadi Sutras in Various Recensions 55 Is based on two 
copies of the work? one in palm leaf and the other in 
paper, both deposited In the Government Oriental MSS* 
Library, Madras. The records do not show? but it is 
very likely that of the two, the paper manuscript in 
Devanagari is a transcript made from the palm leaf 
original in Telugu characters, as the errors of omission 
and commission? happen to be common 8 In the alterna- 
tive, the original might have been the same for the paper 
as well as palm leaf MSS now available. For all practical 
purposes therefore? It should be admitted that the present 
edition is based on a single manuscript

The AunSdikapadarnava, as the name indicates, Is 
as It were an ocean of y/ords derived through the Unadi 
sutras. Perusuri, the author tells us that his father and 
mother bore the same name VenkateSvara* As the 
name of a lady s the word VenkateSvara would have 
taken the form Venkamma, Venkatamma or Venkatamba. 
He probably hailed from the city of Kanclpura in the 
Chingleput District of the Madras Presidency. This 
hypothesis is based on the remaks of the author In the 
opening passage 1 where he pays his respects to Sri 
Kamaksi, the presiding deity of the city of Kancipura. 
He says :

Unless the author had something to do with the city of 
Kancipura, it Is difficult to explain why he chose the 
presiding deity of that city for special worship, 

Very little is known about the personality of the 
authon except the fact that both his parents bore the 
same name, even like Jaratkaru of Parana fame* They 
were named Venkate^vara. In all likelihood the father was 



nown by the name VenkateSvara and the 
fenkamma or Veiikatamba* The name PerasSri 
;enerally associated with Xndhras in this part of 
;ountry and it is not unlikely that Perusuri was 
Indhta himself. It may be mentioned? by the way* that 
n the pasts as now, there were many Andhras 
in Kaficipuram and many of them were great scholars 
idd. In addition* he tells us that he belonged to 
family of Sndhara in the 'verse

Penisuri tells us that he is the pupil of one Vasudevaclhva- 
tin, who was the very God Mahavisnu descended Into the 
mortal world, merely with a desire to comment upon the 
work, composed by one who was his bed In Vaikuritha. 
In other words, Patafijali the author of the Maliabtiasya 
is generally believed to have been an avatara of Adi^esa 
and since the teacher of Perusuri was known by the name 
of Vasudeva, the author cleverly puts it that Mahavisnu 
Himself has come down on account of His partiality to 
Adi&sa, to comment upon his work, the MahSbhSsya. 

Now, who Is this Vasudevfidhvarin t In gramma tlcal 
literature, we find only one Vfisudevadhvarin so far, and 
that is the anther of the BaJamanorair.3; but It should be

borne In mind, that it is not a commentary on the 
Mahabhasya. The expression need not 

necessarily mean that a commentary was composed ; 
perhaps Vasudevadhvann was a good exponent of the 
Mahabhasya 8 in which case ? he might have been identical 
with' the author of the Balamanorama- If we thus assume 
that he was a pupil of Vasudevadhvarin , his date may be 
put* with a fair amount of certainty^ in the beginning of 
the 18th century. But there are certain other difficulties 
in the way* Among the works and authors mentioned by 
Perusuri, we do not find anybody that is later than 
1400 A.D. Among those mentioned* the Medini Koa 
happens to be the latest, from the chronological point 
of view* Among the commentators on the Unadi Sutras* 
he mentions only two Le. that of UjjvaJadatta and the 
Da^apadivrttikara ; and these are older than 1300 A-D., 
The omission ofBhattoji's name is significant. It may 
not be unreasonable to suppose that Perusuri lived after 
1350 and before 1600 A-D. the probable date of Bhattoji 
Dlksita f but an argument from negation cannot go a long 
way* 

Again, the points of similarity between the comment- 
ary of Perusuri and that of Jnanendra Sarasvati on the 
Unadi portion of the KaumudI are many and one can 
certainly assert that one or the other of the two had 
occasion to look into the work of the other. If Vasudeva- 
dhvarin were the same as the author of the Balamanorama, 
then Perusur i is certainly indebted to Jnanendra Sarasvati. 
Bhanuji Diksitaj the son of Bhattoji and author of the 
Vyakhyasudha f a commentary on the Amarako^a quotes 
certain verses anonymously in connection with the mean- 
ings of particular words and they are found in the 
AunSLdikapadsrnava. But one is not sure whether those 
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circumstances , the problem of the date of Perusuri should 
be left an open question 

A few remarks have to be made on the nature of the 
method adopted by the author In this work. He tells us 

at the outset that his is a critical edition of the text of the 
Unadi sutras* indicating the differences in the readings of 
the text, and discussing which sutras do not form part of 
the text and which sutras have been mistaken by others as 
not genuine s i<e to be later accretions. He saysi

In commenting upon the sutras, which he does in 
metrical form, the author takes us, wherever necessary, 
through all the processes of derivation, citing the sutras on 
which the particular prakriya is based. One instance 
will suffice ;
